About eighty years ago, Dr. Robert 
Brown discovered 
that microscopic 
partióles—such as powdered indigo, 
oarmine, gamboge, 
etc.,— keep 
in 
rapid movement when suspended in 
water. 
The peculiar oscillations may 
continue for years, and seem to be 
the nearest 
approach to perpetual 
motion yet observed. 
It lateiy oc­ 
curred to Drs. Carl Hering and E. F. 
Nortbrup to test the influence of au 
eieotric current upon this Brownian 
movement. 
When 
the 
suspending 
liquid was placed between two elec 
trodes, the particles took a veiy de 
cided course across the fleld, some 
being attracted to one electrode and 
some to 
the otber. 
Each particle 
had its characteristic direction, and 
in some mixtures the particles of one 
material traveled with 
the onrrent 
and those of the kither against it. 
The motion was so positive that Dr. 
Northrup has made it the basis of a 
successful electrical 
measuring in­ 
strument for special purposes. 
Everybody knuws that plants grow 
largest in rich soil, but it is not so 
well understood that the largest roots 
may be found 
in very poor soil. 
This has been made a subject of ¡late 
experiments by a French botanist 
Lots of colza 
seeds 
were planted 
respectively in washed sand, in soil 
exhausted by many 
crops, and in 
good soil; 
and after seven weeks, 
with like watering, the roots of the 
first lot had grown 14 to 16 inches, of 
the second lot 10 to 12 inches, and of 
the third lot only 6 inches, 
in the 
poorest soils the roots must extend 
farthest to get nutrition. 
Delicate speed-regulating apparatus 
is required when a dynamo is geared 
direct to a 
windmill. 
In a 
new 
system, the windmill pumps water 
into a hydraulic accumulator, and 
water from this—kept by automatio 
valves at a pressure of 75 pounds per 
square inch—drives the dynamo. 
A 
storage battery 
saves 
the surplus 
power io the usual way. 
'The novel and 
ingenious anemo­ 
meter of K. Goldschmidt, a Belgian 
electrician, depends upon variation 
in electrical resistance due to the 
cooling by the wind of an electrically 
heated platinum wire. 
To compen­ 
sate for the changing temperature of 
the air itselt two similar wires are 
used, and these form arms of a kind 
of Wheatstone bridge, which is so 
adjusted that when the two wires are 
of equal resistance the galvanometer 
is at zero. After this adjustment, the 
cooling 
of the 
exposed wire—the 
other being protected—varies with the 
wind. 
The galvanometer—which may 
be at considerable distance away—is 
correspondingly deflected, and gives 
a direct reading ot the wind’s veloc­ 
ity, the 
indications 
having 
been 
accurately calibrated by driving one 
of 
the 
instruments on a rotating 
stand through calm air at a series ot 
kuown 
speeds. 
With a recording 
galvanometer 
and 
an 
electrical 
weathercock—the later acting through 
changes of contact 
on a 
circular 
slide wire—a permanent record can 
be kept of both the velocity aud the 
direction of the wind. 
A little apparatus of great utility 
is the 
“ Unilens” telescope lately 
produced by London opticians. 
It is 
simply a convex lens mounted in a 
metal ring having a projecting screw 
at one side, the lens being 
inches 
in diameter and having a focal length 
of 6 feet. 
The instrument serves as 
a very good field-glass, 
in use, it 
can be held in the hand at arms 
length or screwed to the end of a 
stick and at maximum efficiency— 
about 6 feet from the eye—it magni­ 
fies four diameters. 
it is especially 
recommended tor observing birds aud 
plants, 
i t is not intended 
as an 
astronomical telescope, but shows 8 
stars in the Pleiades, 
where the un ­ 
aided eve usuullv sees 6. 
Working with X-rays is liable to 
cause dermatits, and the president of 
the British Eleotro-Therapeutio So­ 
ciety, has suffered for two years from 
40 or 50 warts on each hand. 
The 
pain is constaDt ana severe. 
On the 
other hand, Prof. Imbert, of Mont­ 
pelier, reports that like exposure has 
restored the color of bis hair and 
beard, which had long ago turned 
white, his present appearance being 
very youthful. 
The unfamiliar living world of the 
little,—with its activities, domestic 
relations- and tragedies,—is brought 
into better view by the bioscope, or 
long focua microscope, 
of M. Ue- 
Oasparis of the University of Naples. 
To be considerably magnified under 
the 
ordinary 
microscope, 
insects 
must be brought within a fraction of 
an inch of the lens, and with the 
frightful observing apparatus so near 
tbeir movements must be far from 
normal. 
The new instrument is very 
simple. 
It consists essentially ot a 
tube containing a system ot achroma­ 
tic objectives and a wido-fleld eye­ 
piece, 
with 
various 
accessories, 
such as a camera lucida to aid iu 
drawing. 
Objects at a distance of 
about 20 inches ara magnified more 
than twelve diameters. 
Ants, spiders

and many otber insects can be watoh 
ed undisturbed; aquatic animals can 
be studied through the glass of an 
aquarium or iD tbeir natural home 
and the habits emotions, struggles 
living and death of these creatures 
can be plaoed before us in an en­ 
vironment of strange mnlti-colored 
plants. 
The observations, we are 
told, are full of surprises. 
Materials 
submitted to high temperatures or 
electrio charges may be viewed; and 
the physician gains a means of peer 
ing into cavities, like the larynx, 
ears, etc. 
A very 
sensitive direct 
reading 
level, called the “ Shaftometer, ” has 
been brought out by a Halifax com 
pany for lining up sbaftiug, machi 
nery, etc. 
It has a rigid gun metai 
base 16 inches long, a glass tube 12 
inches long, and a brass scale runs 
the entire length of the tube on each 
side, each graduation ot about one- 
eighth of bd inch corresponding to a 
difference in level of one-thou6andtb 
of an inch per foot. 
A table shows at 
a glance the thickness of packing 
required to bring a given length of 
shafting up to level. 
In a military test at (Jaux, on the 
Lake ot Geneva, a searchlight with a 
reflector of 3.24 feet, has thrown its 
rays 7.5 miles, showing objects dis­ 
tinctly at 6.5 miles. 
A geuerator of 
24 horse power gave a light of 1,000, 
000 candles, but 40 horse power is 
expected to yield 12,000,000.

AGNEW ASYLUM. 


Its Bast, Its Present and its Future.

Within 


Principals In Le Doux Case. 


Carefully guarded within a secluded 
cell, away from the “ staring morbid 
crowds” and tbe distasteful notoriety, 
Mrs Emma Le Doux, half contented 
with and halt indifferent to her fate 
is spending the passing days of her 
life, obtaining what solace she can 
from the religion she has so reoently 
imbibed, pansing only now and then 
in her meditations to rouse up tbe 
old hope that she might again be free 
and not called upon to surrender her 
life on the gallows iq expiation of 
the great orime of which she was con­ 
victed—tbe murder of Albert McVicar 
of Jamestown. 
While the people lose sight of the 
oondemned 
woman, 
still tbe facts 
surrounding the mysterione case are 
ever before the majority, and especial­ 
ly those who had been connected with 
the case in any capacity. 
To the 
employees of the Southern Pacifio 
Company, who were present at the 
depot 
when 
tbe 
feet 
of 
the 
murdered man dangled over tbe edge 
ot tbe trunk as it was pried open by 
Sheriff 
Sibley, 
District 
Attorney 
Norton 
and 
Captian 
Walker, the 
memory of the gruesome affair will 
always remain fresh and vivid. 
in view ot the fact that tbe trunk 
with 
its victim was found at the 
Southern 
Pacifio 
depot, 
baggage 
master T. R. 
Thompson 
and 
his 
assistant, N. Vielich, 
who figured 
conspicuously in the first disoovery, 
have exhausted much energv in pro­ 
curing pictures of the various princi­ 
pals of the case. 
After much search 
they have come into possession of 
every officer and important witness. 
Even a newspaper 
drawing ot the 
trunk with an outline of the form ot 
McVicar lying therein finally reached 
their possession. 
All of these pictures were pasted on 
a cardboard and framed. 
All of the 
faces are familiar to Stocktonians. 
In the center is Mrs LeDoux with her 
mild, nufalteriug gaze. 
Beneath her 
is the trunk and its victim. 
In one 
corner is the star witness, Joe Healey, 
who had been deceived by the “ re­ 
markable woman.” 
Alongside of his 
was a good likeness of Sheriff Sibley 
through whose efforts Mrs LeDoux 
was captured at Antioob. 
A good picture of T. B. Thompson 
of the Southern Pacific baggageroom, 
who “ smelled a peculiar odor” eman­ 
ating from tbe trunk and notified the 
authorities. 
District Attorney Nor­ 
ton is shown sitting beside Mrs Le 
Doux in the coach upon her passage 
to Stockton trom Antioob after the 
capture. 
Chief of Police Baker, who 
took charge of gathering local evi­ 
dence, is included in tbe list. 
There 
are also N. Vizeliob, Dr. J. H. Hull 
and Coroner 
Southworth, 
both of 
whom presided at the autopsy and 
post-mortem examination. 
Ed 
H i­ 
guera, P. A. Turner and a Mr Gill 
finish the picture. 
This remarkable piece ot work, giv­ 
ing tbe entire bistory of the cele­ 
brated case, was given yesterday to 
Sheriff Sibley by Mr Thompson and 
will be added to the great collection 
of souvenirs now on exhibition in 
the Sheriff’s offioe. 
Sheriff Sibley 
experienced diiflou'ty in getting it 
from tbe authors 
and owners and 
prizes it highly.

a decade after the opening 
of Napa State Hospital it had become 
so overcrowded that the establishment 
of another 
state 
hospital 
became 
imperative, and Agnew, seven miles 
north of San Jose, was selected as the 
site. 
The intention was 
to make 
Agnew the permanent home of the 
chronic insane, but Californians are i 
hopeful people and would not, know 
ingly, maintain any institution into 
whose doors hope was forbidden to 
enter. 
Therefore Agnew straightway 
became merely a third hospital as 
like as. possible 
to the other two 
already in 
commission. 
Its doors 
were opened October 30, 1888. 
The Plant As It Was. 
The main buildings at Angew were 
□either better nor worse than those 
at Napa and Stockton, save that the 
wards may have been a trifle more 
sucny, and the facade not as ornate 
as at Napa. 
All of the mistakes of 
the older institutions were 
copied 
with slavish repetition, including the 
great central tower and the turreted 
tanks high above the upper floors, a 
menace to the safety of the institu­ 
tion and its iDmates. 
The construc­ 
tion was more flimsy and less honest 
than at either Napa or Stockton, and 
the day of reckoning was terrible 
when it came. 
But the building was 
showy from railroad and highroad 
aud so the paramount object in view 
was attained, 
A Better Scheme Started. 
Agnew had, in 
its supplemental 
building, 
set a belter example for 
the state. 
There had, prior to the 
earthquake, been built two one-story 
cottages, and two two-story cottages, 
primarily for the accommodation of 
paying patients of the more traotabie 
class, and secondarily, as far as there 
was room, for acute and convalescent 
insane. 
Had the institution been 
spared the present year would have 
seen it reinforced by the addition of 
a serviceable hydrotherapeutic depart­ 
ment for the better treatment of aoute 
cases. 
In fact, Agnew was beginning 
to set the .p a c e for the other state in­ 
stitutions. 
Its management had be­ 
come alert, and a pletboiio contingent 
fund derived from paying patients 
was furnishing the means for moder­ 
nizing the institution. 
Location and Cost. 
The location 
was not fortunate. 
About the only really poor piece of 
land in the vioinity was selected. 
It 
is damp in winter, the soil is cold 
and sompwhat alkaline, it is adobe 
and hard to work, and there is not 
enough land even such as it is. 
That 
is, there is not enough laud to main­ 
tain enough of dairy herd to supply 
the natients with as much milk as 
they ought to have, and leave enough 
other land to be ouitivated in annual 
crops to keep a large working force 
of 
patients 
profitably 
employed. 
Without work there is slim chance of 
healing hurt minds. 
There are 331 
aores in the tract, and its original 
cost 
was $62,108. 
The institution 
needs as mqoh more, 
The main buildings oost $603,696. 
The four cottages cost 
$88,609.79; 
furnishing the buildings, 49,489.03; 
machinery 
department 
(lighting, 
heating, 
power, 
etc.), 
$74,193.79; 
water 
plant 
(including 
artesian 
wells, reservoirs, tanks, tower, etc.), 
$27,318.83; accessory buildings, $2, 
975.20; sewer system, 
$15,000; im ­ 
provement of 
grounds, $9,718. 
1 
have not been able to make a complete 
inventory of tbe value ot state pro­ 
perty at 
Agnew as 
it stood at 5 
o ’ciook a. m., April 18, 1906. 
The 
figures total 8933,106.64. 
Tbe pro­ 
perty had probably oost, iu cash out­ 
lay aud labor, upwards of a million 
dollars. 
* 
Then Came the Earthquake. 
By 
twenty 
minutes 
after 
five 
o’clock on that memorable morning 
the State’s assests at Agnew were pro­ 
bably less than 8150,000. 
The land 
and the landscape 
gardening were 
lett; so were tbe water plant and the 
sewer, the engines and boilers, but 
there was scarcely one brick upon 
another that could count for any­ 
thing where it lay except as a second 
hand brick. 
The best 
architects, 
engineers and builders in the state 
have condemned the plant utterly, 
and there was not one building on 
the grounds in which any otHcer or 
patient could 
be boused the next 
night. 
It may be doubted if any 
responsible contractor 
would have 
undertaken to clear tbe ground for 
ail the salvage. 
The architecture was 
bad, 
the workmanship 
worse, 
the 
materials below standard. 
But the destruction of property was 
the least ot it. 
Of the 1073 patients 
in the institution that morning, 101 
were killed outngbt and more than as 
many more were injured. 
There were 
also eleven 
officers and attendants 
killed and as many more 
injured 
some of them most seriously. 
What 
the relief bills passed by the next 
legislature, on acoount of the Agnew 
disaster, will aggregate, can only be 
conjeotured. 
The end of the loss is 
not yet. 
Probably anything made of 
bricks would have been shattered at 
Agnew 
that morning, but bad the 
floors been properly anchored, the 
masonry been honest and the tower 
braced there might have been little or 
no loss of life. 
Agnew As It Is. 
lu tbe half year that has elapsed 
since April 18, Dr. Leonard Stocking 
and his assistants have created a new 
institution. 
Most of the new work is 
temporary in character, 
but it will 
serve for 
two years 
and peihaps 
longer. 
The rebuilding ot tbe engine 
and boiler house, gas house, machine 


shop and laundry is permanent in 
character. 
Of the $65,(XX) expended 
and to be expended in rehabilitation 
work, at least $25,000 will constitute 
a permanent asset. 
Perhaps $10,000 
worth more will last long enough to 
make the rental value return tbe in ­ 
vestment. 
Most of the lumber used 
in temporary construction will have 
a value for use about the farm and 
grounds. 
'The attendants are more 
comfortable than 
they were before 
the 
catastrophe, 
having neat and 
comfortable pavilions set apart from 
their wards where their rest may be I 
unbroken. 
The lack of tbis bas al I 
ways been a hardship for tbe a tte n d -1 
ants at all of the institutions in Cali­ 
fornia. 
The 
patients 
are 
being 
boused in tgio large “ H ” shaped, one- 
story pavilions made of rough lumber 
unfinished inside, but well lighted 
and heated with hot water. 
They are 
over 
crowded 
and 
supplemental 
annexes will have to be provided. 
Otherwise, bad weather will inflict 
hardship upon patients and attend­ 
ants. 
There were, on October 15, 
enrolled at Agnew 500 men patients 
and 323 women, but there were. 36 
men and 24 women out on parole. To 
take care 
of 
these there are 105 
officers 
aud 
attendants,—none too 
many. 
It has been hard sledding for 
them all, but less grumbliDg at wages 
and hours has been heard from Agnew 
than from some institutions that have 
been pursuing the even tenor of their 
ways. 
There has been something else 
to think of, 


Agnew’s Finances. 
The legislature of 1905 appropriated 
$159,000 to pay Agnew’s salary roll 
for the 57th and 58th fiscal years and 
$182,000 for the support fund. 
Ib is 
meant $170,500 per year for sustaining 
about 11C0 patients. 
To this should 
be added about $30,000 a year received 
from paying patients which, however, 
mainly went into permanent improve­ 
ments in lieu oi asking the legislature 
for 
building 
appropriations. 
An 
institution requires betterments all 
the time. 
When it is finished it is 
dead, 
Fortunately, there was about 
$40,000 in the Agnew contingent fund 
when the great catastrophe happened. 
This Jwas added to 
by the special 
session of the legislature to the ex­ 
tent of $25,000 to make temporary 
shift for winter. 
It has noPall beeu 
expended yet but will be before the 
temporary work is finished. 
With 
this the institution will get on tor a 
year or two, 
but the state should 
lose no time in rehabilitating Agnew 
State Hospital. 


The Agnew of the Future. 
The care of the insane natuiaJly 
divides itself into provision for the 
acute and the melancholy; the dis­ 
turbed chronic who require, for their 
own good and the public safety, to 
be strictly guarded and snugly hous­ 
ed; the quiet chronic who can be 
allowed large liberty and be profitably 
employed; 
finally, 
the 
terminal 
dements who must be cared for like 
infants until tbe grave happily closes 
over them. 
'To gather all of the aoute 
and melancholy of the state into one 
institution will leave the medical and 
official staffs of the other institutions 
as obronio as the chronic patieDts they 
have in their custody. 
Besides, Cali­ 
fornia's manificent distances and the 
equally manificent charges of sheriffs 
for transporting patients, make the 
classification of institutions as im ­ 
possible as undesirable. 
Therefore, 
each institution for the oare of the 
insane should be equipped with all 
needed accommodations 
and appli­ 
ances for handling the acute and the 
melancholy; roomy, airy barracks for 
the disturbed ohronio, farm colonies 
for the quiet and cheaply constructed 
bngalows, easily» scoured and disin­ 
fected, for the demented and untidy. 
Boom for Specialized Work. 
Although all 
of the institutions 
must do all of these things, yet it 
does not follow that there can be no 
specialization of effort. 
Agnew is 
near a great center of population. 
It 
were better if it were still nearer, but 
it canj be made to serve the purpose 
where it is. 
It must begin anew with 
a clean slate. 
Let it therefore pre­ 
pare to take especial 
care of the 
following additional classes: 
1. Those manifesting mental symp­ 
toms whose sanity is under suspicion, 
but who may be sufieriog from de­ 
lirium. 
Such cases should be sent to 
Agnew to be under expert observa­ 
tion until 
the fact is 
determined 
without the stigma ot commitment tor 
insanity attaching to them meantime. 
There are many such cases and a male 
and a female cottage could be set 
apart for such as these to merciful 
advantage. 
2. 
Tbe epileptic insane should not 
be mixed up with other insane folks. 
Witnessing seizures has a most un­ 
wholesome 
influence 
upon morbid 
minds. 
Two big cottages with ample 
grounds should be set apart for tbese. 
3. 
Those 
suffering 
from 
toxic 
insanity—alcoholism and the “ dope” 
habit, need some place to go for treat­ 
ment and occupation where they mu?t 
stay for a year-and-a-day so that, if 
possible, they may be put in complete 
mastery of themselves and returned 
to society able to bear a part in the 
work of the world. 
4. 
1 wish that cottages might be 
set apart foi those who are not in auy 
proper 
sense insane, 
but who are 
suffering from senile decay of mental I 
powers. 
Almshouses should take care 
of such, but du not do so adequately

With tbe cottage system of hospital 
treatment woiked out to an ultimate 
classification and 
specialization of 
effort the disaster which befell Agnew 
State Hospital may be turned into a 
blessing to alfiicted humanity and to 
the commonwealth of California. 
In 
my judgment Dr. Leonard Stocking, 
.Superintendent at Agnew, is tbe man 
to work that problem out. 
1 want 
the coming legislature to give him a 
million dollars, in four annual quar­ 
ters, and set him at it. 
He will do 
i the work efficiently and unselfishly. 


T lie A r t o t I d l i n g . 
Cultivate the art of idling. There is 
no doubt that to be able to idle at will 
is a most vniuable gift and one which 
is becoming rarer every day.* The art 
of loafing is not properly understood 
by tbe majority of people. Much has 
beeu written on the subject. Steven­ 
son dealt with it In an essay; Mr. 
Kenneth Grabame touched on it in 
“Pagan Papers,” aud Mr. Barry Pain 
has some illuminating remarks on the 
subject in bis Canadian canoe book.

History of the Typewriter. 
“The history of the typewriter. Is in­ 
teresting,’’ said an inventor. “The first 
patented machine was Henry Mill’s. 
It was as big as a bureau and made no 
popular appeal. This was in England 
In 1714. The first type bar machine 
was made In America. Its inventor 
was A. H. Beach. The patent was 
taken out In 1856. The Beach type­ 
writer was not practical. The first 
practical typewriter was Invented by 
Latham Sholes in 1867. Sholes had for 
partners 8. W. Soule and Carlos Glid- 
den, but these two men became dis­ 
couraged and dropped out. It wasn’t 
till some years later that Sholes got his 
machine ready for the market. Then 
he took It to a big firm of gunmakers, 
the Remingtons, and it at once began 
to sell on a large scale. Sholes re­ 
mained In the employ of the Reming­ 
tons up to the time of his death.” 


Resin. 
The resin of the shoemaker and fid­ 
dler is obtained from different species 
of the fir tree—as the Scots fir, the 
larch and the balsam fir of Canada. It 
Is well known that a resinous juice 
exudes from these trees, which hardens 
Into solid tears. The clear juice Itself, 
before It has dried up by coming to the 
surface, Í3 known In commerce as tur­ 
pentine and Is In the main composed of 
oil of turpentine and resin. When the 
Juice is distilled, the oil comes over, 
and the resin remains behind. When 
the distillation is carried on to dryness, 
common resin Is formed, but when 
water Is mixed with it while yet fluid 
the resulting mass Is the variety called 
yellow resin, which Is more preferred 
for most purposes because It is more 
ductile than the former, owing prob­ 
ably to its containing some oil. 


Grave* and Gravedigger*. 
“Gravedigging Is not a gay busi­ 
ness,” said a gravedigger, “but It Is a 
very old one, and many curious super­ 
stitions surround It One of these is 
never to buy a new spade. To dig a 
grave with a spade that is new is sup­ 
posed to bring death in the family with­ 
in a twelvemonth. Hence gravedig­ 
gers buy their spades second hand as a 
rule. Another superstition with some 
is that a grave should never stand 
open overnight. It should not, they say, 
be dug till the day of the funeral. If It 
is made the day before, beware. There 
Is a third superstition that if a cock 
crows once while a grave is being dug 
one friend of the digger will die; if It 
crows twice, two will die; if thrice, 
three."

Ordinance No. 27 


An Ordinance Regulatingthe 
Establishment and Main­ 
tenance of Public Laun­ 
dries and Public Wash­ 
Houses within the Corpor­ 
ate limits of the City of 
Jackson, California. 


The Board of Trustees of the Gity 
of Jackson do ordain as follows: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person, firm or corporation to 
keep, carry on or maintain- or cause 
to be kept, carried on or maintained, 
any public wash-bouse or laundry: 
Bub. 1. Unless the same be con­ 
nected with au underground sewer or 
drain leading from said wash-house 
or laundry to running water, or, 
Bub. 2. Unless the stoves, washing 
and drying apparatus, and the appli­ 
ances for ¿eating smoothing irons are 
in good condition, and that their use 
is not dangerous to the surrounding 
property trom fire, or, 
Bub. 3. Without having and obtain­ 
ing for each and every month from 
the Gity Health Officer, a certificate 
that suoh wash-house or laundry is 
connected as aforesaid, and that the 
premises are in a good and sanitary 
condition, or, 
Bub. 4. Without having or obtain­ 
ing for each and every month from 
the City Marshal, a certicfiate that 
the stoves, washing and drying ap­ 
paratus, and the appliances for heat­ 
ing smoothing irons are in good con­ 
dition and not dangerous to surround­ 
ing property. 
Section 2. It shall be the duty of 
the City Health Officer and of be 
Oitv Marshal, respectively, free of 
charge upon application of any person 
conducting, or proposing to conduct 
a public laundry or wash-house, to 
inspect the premises in which said 
business is being carried on, or in 
which it is proposed to carry on said 
business, with a view of ascertaining 
whether the provisions cf the ordia- . 
ance have been complied with, and ¡ 
it found in all respects satisfactory, 1 
to issue said applioants the certificates 
provided for in this ordinance, free 
of charge. 
Section 3. No person or persons 
owing or employed in public laundries 
or wash-houses, within the corporate 
limits of the City of Jackson, shall 
wash iron clothes between the hours 
10:30 o’clock p. m. and 6 o’clock n. m. 
Bection 4. Every house, building 
or place where washing is done for 
hire, or as a business is a public 
wash-house or laundry within the 
meaning of this section. 
Section 5. Any person or persons 
establishing, maintaining or carrying 
on the business ot a public laundry 
or of a public washhouse, where 
clothes or other articles are cleansed 
tor hire, within the corporate limits 
of the city, without complying with 
the provisions ot this ordinance, 
shall be guilty ot a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than 
three hundred dollars, or by imprison­ 
ment of not more than three months. 
Bection 6. This ordinanoe before 
taking effect shall be published for 
one week in the Amador Ledger, a 
weekly newspaper published in the 
City ot Jackson, and shall take effect 
and be in force on and after the 1st 
day of December, 1906.

rally in Jackson on Saturday even­ 
ing, when J. W. Jo bn sto n of S acra­ 
mento 
and attorney-general U. 
S. 
Webb were th e speaking attraction s 
trom the outside. 
The meeting was 
largely 
attended, 
notw ithstanding 
the threatening state of the weather. 
The people tu rned out p n n o ip lly to 
see and hear the local candidates, 
several of 
whom 
aie 
comparative 
strangers in this city, and not of the 
chronic office seeking class. 
W. A. 
Newcum was selected as chairman, 
and introduced Mr Johnston as the 
first speaker. 
H e spoke on national 
and state issues mainly, and told of 
the past record 
of the republican 
party. 
The p atty that had done so 
much to place the country on its pre­ 
sent prosperous basis, should be su p ­ 
ported by keeping the state govern­ 
m ent under republican control. 
Ho 
was listened to attentively th ro u g h ­ 
out. 
Next the local candidates bad their 
say, and each one did rem arkably 
well. 
The fact, is there was ample 
speaking ability 
in the candidates 
themselves to make the meeting in ­ 
teresting and a success w ithout the 
aid of outside orators.

often extolled than his virtue:

Of all his royal life he lost a day.

W illoughby D w ight w as an original. 
R e took no Interest In th at to which 
he and others w ere accustomed, but 
took a great interest In creating new 
things. 
Both D w ight and his friend 
Buckley were on the editorial staff of 
the sam e new spaper, and both took a 
hand In outside literary work. Buckley, 
unlike Dwight, w as constantly studying 
w hat publishers w anted, not w hat he 
w anted to give them. At the tim e there 
w as a craze among them for w hat they ¡ 
called “real life,” bu t th e re a l life they 
gave seemed to em anate from people 
who talked slang and had not had 
much schooling. 
Buckley w ent in for 
this class of literature. 
F or tw enty years D wight peddled 
his original perform ances am ong pub­ 
lishers, only to be laughed at. 
Then 
he tried his band a t the commonplace. 
B ut somehow he couldn’t m ake his 
characters talk quite like real horse 
jockeys and housem aids and athletes, 
and his efforts in this direction w ere 
also a failure. 
At last, worn out with 
repeated disappointm ent, he fell ill. 
M eanwhile Grace B axter, who had 
prom ised to m arry the literary failure 
when he had been successfully launch­ 
ed on a literary career—he w ouldn't be 
m arried till he bad made some success 
—w ent to see him. Finding th at some­ 
thing m ust be done to lift him out of 
the slough of despond, she took one 
of his old m anuscripts to her aunt, a 
rich old lady w ith a kindly heart, with 
whom she conspired to m ake her lover 
believe th at she had found a publish­ 
er for the story. 
Then she w ent back 
to the invalid w ith the welcome news. 
D w ight got better, bu t soon began to 
w orry about the delay in the publica­ 
tion. 
So the au n t furnished a few hun­ 
dred dollars for the “plates” and a few 
printed copies. 
Then Grace succeeded 
by giving a third rate publisher the 
printing Job in getting his “Im print” 
on the title page and thus found a 
distributer. 
The day D w ight saw his book in 
p rin t he sat up for the first tim e In 
six months. 
B ut he a t once began to 
w orry about the criticism s. 
So his de­ 
voted sw eetheart, aided by her aunt, 
ordered a hundred copies printed and 
sent them to the critics. 
B ut those 
who noticed the book a t all either dis­ 
missed It w ith contem pt or made fun 
of It. 
Grace w as in despair. 
As each 
new criticism appeared she looked 
anxiously for som ething th a t she could 
show the sick m an. 
A t last her eye 
lit on the following; 
- The author of "The Tall House on the 
Low Hill’’ has struck a new vein of hu­ 
mor. Indeed, It Is a creation, but It will 
be long: before It will be appreciated by 
the reading public, for one who steps 
Into untrodden paths, whether It be liter­ 
ature, science or art, must wait until his 
audience's eyesight becomes accustomed 
to the new light. 
„ 
. As soon as G race saw this comment 
she hurried with it to her lover. 
She 
found him in despair. 
H e had sur­ 
reptitiously sent out to a collector of 
new spaper clippings for criticism s, and, 
excepting the one Grace bore, they 
w ere all before him. 
She read the fa­ 
vorable w ords to him w ith as trium ­ 
phant an air as she could assume. 
T hat criticism w as the turning point 
w ith the patient. 
The one medicine 
he needed had been found. 
In a hun­ 
dred critics there w as bu t one whose 
analytic brain, or pow er of apprecia­ 
tion or discrim ination, had enabled 
him to strike the keynote of Its real 
value. 
D w ight got out of bed and 
took personal charge of pushing his 
book. 
B ut the unwelcome fact men­ 
tioned by his critic th a t he m ust w ait 
for an audience proved to be true.

N evertheless the book w as a financial 
failure. 
B ut D wight had several such 
perform ances in his attic and persuad­ 
ed the publisher who had kindly lent 
his im print to the first to undertake a 
second a t his own expense. 
Dwight 
did not know th at G race B axter’s aunt 
had sent the firm a check for $500 to 
cover the risk. 
The second book, "Mr. Barnickel,” 
captured the few persons who had seen 
the d rift of the first, and a great many 
more. 
B ut people who appreciated 
neither of them wondered th a t any pub­ 
lisher could be found to publish such 
rot. 
M eanwhile 
the 
audience 
w as 
widening. 
In “Mr. Barnickel” w as a 
sm all profit to author and publisher. 
D wight continued to brush the dust 
from his m anuscripts, and under such 
slight encouragem ent to w rite others. 
“Mr. Barnickel” attracted sufficient a t­ 
tention to w arran t the editor of a 
struggling magazine to publish the 
third story, “Four and Tw enty Black­ 
birds Baked In a Pie,” before it was 
Issued in book form. 
By this tim e so 
m any persons enjoyed the author’s pe­ 
culiar hum or that those who did not 
pretended they did. 
The flickering 
flame of appreciation burst into a con­ 
flagration. 
The nam e of Willoughby 
D wight w as on every one’s tongue. His 
profits on his last book w ere consider­ 
able, and the printers w ere kept busy 
getting out new editions of it and of 
his two others. 
W illoughby D w ight no longer does 
new spaper work. 
At his country seat 
in seclusion, with Grace B axter, bis 
wife, he continues to delight an audi­ 
ence th at has grown to look forw ard to 
each new effusion from his pen. 
His 
friend Buckley Is still in the tra « s , 
m aking a com fortable Income from his 
salary and a num ber of stories th at he 
sells for a reasonable price.
